In view of the fact that local mer- 
chants are facing such hard times, 
dye to the current depression, the 
petition for a student store on the 
campus has been withdrawn, accord- 
ing to Glenn R. Smith, committee 
spokesman, He was governed entire- 
ly by the action of the committee, he 
said., He further stated that the com- 
mittee was very well pleased with 
the manner, in which the board of 
education received their petition 
originally, as well as the method used 
by the merchants of Santa Ana to 
present their side of the case. 


The decision of the committee, 
partly, was agreed upon after a 
lengthly conference, with Bob Camp- 
bell, largest new and second-hand 
book: dealer on the Pacific Coast, in 
which he expressed reticience about 
selling on a consignment basis. It 
would. have been possible, it was re- 
vealed to obtained the needed sup- 
plies on such a basis, but it was plan- 
ned to confine the store trade prin- 
cipally to textbooks.

As it is, he will probably feel 
slighted. It would have been a bit harder job to accomplish, but 
it would have been a truer representation of achievement and 
would certainly raise the publication from the “mere school- 
boy activity” class, as well as to increase its intrinsic value 
throughout the years to come.

We agree with the ad writer in the “Collegian” when he 
says, “For when the commencement procession is over and the 
final day of another college year is brought to a close, there re- 
mains for every student that one vivid perpetuation of friend- 
ships and activities—the yearbook.” We fail to see where a 
yearbook, can mean much in the “vivid perpetuation of friend- 
ships and activities,” when the students apparently have so 
little to do with the publication. Might as well take a few copies 
of some travel magazine, paste in pages of jokes, exhibit a pic- 
ture of the football team, a blank page for signatures, and call 
it an annual. It would certainly not be a “mere schoolboy ac- 
tivity,” then. 


Now, it is not our business to dictate to L. A. J. C. the kind 
of an annual they can have, or not have. We don’t care who 
writes their forewords, supplies their art work, theme de- 
tails or takes their pictures. If they are not capable of doing 
it themselves, then we say it is time for someone, outside to 
step in and fill the breach. 


BUT, THIS MUCH IS THE BUSINESS OF EVERY JUN- 
IOR COLLEGE WHO OFFERS AN ANNUAL IN COMPETI- 
TION. It is not fair, nor is it a bit sporting of L. A. J. C. to offer 
such a superannuated edition to compete with other annuals 
that ARE SOLELY THE WORK OF STUDENTS. In our opin- 
ion, they are stepping completely out of their sphere and if 
such a book is allowed to compete with others, done wholly by 
students, then a vicious precedent will be set that may prove 
difficult to curb. 


This objection is not based on any jealous motive, either. 
It is an effort to try to keep yearbooks, as well as newspapers, 
and athletics, in the realm of “schoolboy activities”, since you 
prefer it. 


Del Ano, our annual, won a first place All-American award 
last year, also. Our foreword was written by its editor; our art 
work was done by our own art department; the theme details 
were worked out by the staff; some of the photography, even, 
was taken by a student on the jaycee campus. The book for 
the most part, was finished in our own print shop by students, 
and the fact that our yearbook “was intimately and distinctive- 
ly the mirror of our school” was confirmed by the opinion of 
the competition judges last year. 


This year’s Del Ano promises to outdo its predecessors. 
Whether it will or not remains to be seen, but in the years to 
come it will be with pride and joy that we take our copy, 
scan its pages, and know that in so doing, we are reviewing the 
work of our college mates (not schoolboys, either), and that 
NOT ONE WORD, OR ONE BIT OF THE ART WORK, 
NEITHER THE THEME NOR THE PICTURES ARE TAINTED 
WITH ONE BIT OF PROFESSIONALISM.
